We 
should use the repeater, and the organi- 
zation of the repeater will be the job of 
the new directors of the NCDXCC, A simi- 
lar Area Co-ordinator for the ARRL DX 
will be used, but in a lower-key fashion 
than the SS, Our end goal is to be a top 
contender by 1980, This means a lot of 
Dielearning, planning, and people-co-op- 
eration, With the normal attitude of the 
NCCC and improved conditions by 1980, our 
goal seems to be within our reach, 

Appropriate awards and trophies are 
also in the planning stages for the ARRL 
DX. We will accept all your ideas for 
consideration. The Fresno Convention a= 
wards are also being discussed with the 
leadership of the NCDXC, Please be as-= 
sured that our friends in the NCDXC are 
really that--our friends. They are in- 
terested in many of the same things we 
are, and have the same desires, too-=-to 
enjoy amateur radio and good friends.
